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D. C. Bans Racial Bias In Contract Work 

The District of Columbia Commissioners banned 
| racial discrimination in municipal contract work in 
its first step toward wiping out bias in Washington’s 
local government. 

Recommended by President Eisenhower’s Little 
FEPC Committee, the action, which calls for inclu- 
sion of a non-discrimination clause in contracts, will 
affect the hiring and upgrading policies of companies 
which yearly do more than $30,000,000 worth of busi- 
ness with District officials. In announcing the ac- 
tion, Commissioner Samuel Spencer said that the 
order—effective Nov. 16—may even include the tran- 
sit and telephone companies, which steadfastly have 
refused to upgrade Negroes in the nation’s capital. 
Spencer hinted that the ending of the discrimination 
policies would be negotiated at the next contract. 

Describing the move as “a forward step,” Spencer 
also intimated that his group was considering other 
actions to “stamp out segregation.”

A GI on furlough leaped in front of a speeding 
freight train in East Chicago, IIl., and was killed in 
an unsuccessful effort to rescue a three-year-old 
Negro boy. A few minutes after William Menez, a 
young Air Force soldier, who was driving a friend’s 
cab, stopped the cab in front of a railway crossing 
to allow the family of Mrs. Wilma Wilkinson to get 
out, her three-year-old son, Frederick, wandered 
onto the tracks. Menez leaped for the child, threw 
him clear and was crushed beneath the train. The 
child died several hours later.

Harry L. Hudson, 28-year-old Morehouse College grad- 
uate, became the first Negro supervisor at the Lockheed 
Aircraft Corporation’s Georgia division at Marietta. Em- 
ployed at the mammoth aircraft plant for 14 months, 
Hudson, an Atlantan, supervises 20 workmen. 


2 Ky. Cotton Growers Fined $1,000 For Peonage 
Charged with holding a Negro farm hand in slavery, 
two white cotton growers were fined $500 each after they 
pleaded guilty in the Paducah, (Ky.) Federal Court. In 
the first such case tried in the Kentucky court since the 
Civil War, Marvin G. Elam and his nephew, Arnold Elam, 
were convicted of forcing Willie D. Moore to work on 
their plantation near Hickman. According to testimony, 
the Elams paid Moore only enough money to cover his 
room rent and board. When Moore fled to Memphis, 
Tenn., to escape, they followed and brought him back. 


5 Negroes Sue For Voting Rights In La. 

Five residents of Plasquemines Parish, La., filed a suit 
to stop the parish registrar of voters from refusing to 
register them because they are Negroes. Instituting the 
suit in New Orleans Federal Court, the quintet termed 
their petition a “class action” on behalf of themselves 
and others who may also have been refused registration. 
Victor Ragas, Douglas Williams, Edward Parker, Louis 
James and Osgood Williamson initiated the suit. 








SURVEY SHOWS NATION’S CAPITAL 

Once called the “worst hellhole in the U. S.,” Washing- 
ton, D. C., is quietly emerging as a liberal metropolis below 
the Mason-Dixon line. In five years, progress in race 
relations in the nation’s capital has been remarkably 
rapid and without major racial disorders. Even its loca- 
tion between two bordering Jim Crow states—Virginia and 
Maryland—which daily feed into it thousands of racially- 
indoctrinated workers, has not hampered the progressive 
tide. 

Since 1948, when the National Committee on Segrega- 
tion in the nation’s capital published a voluminous report 
on the outrageous conditions, sarcastically describing the 
Jim Crow-ridden city as a “blot on our nation,” the storm 
of protests raised by Washington residents like Mrs. Mary 
Church Terrell and Dr. William Jernagin, as well as na- 
tional leaders and foreign diplomats touched off a chain- 
reaction in courts, municipal bodies and behind-closed- 
door presidential sessions. Result: Jim Crow patterns of 
long standing began to fade in all but three D. C. areas— 
health, employment and elementary school education. 
(Most D. C. hospitals still segregate and ban Negro doc-

tors but medical societies have opened the doors for the 
first time in 50 years. Few Negroes earn more than $5,000 
in government jobs and are banned from upgraded em- 
ployment by department stores, banks, utilities, telephone 
and transit companies. The grade school bias issue is now 
before the Supreme Court.) 

No other American city today, however, can boast of 
accomplishing as much in civil rights in as short a period 
of time: 

e Public places—Where Negroes were once barred from 
restaurants, hotels and all major theaters, they now find 
all restaurants integrated and hotels and theaters begin- 
ning to admit them. 

e Housing—While all housing facilities were segregated 
before, Negro Washingtonians now live in almost every sec- 
tion of the city, and the National Capital Housing Au- 
thority has mixed 87 per cent of its projects. 

e Recreation—Where Negroes were barred from most of 
the playgrounds operated by the District of Columbia 
Recreation Board, they now are able to use 68 of an esti- 
mated 150, witl, the number steadily increasing. 


Show Greatest Percentage Of Gain 
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More Negroes In Dixie Despite Migration To North 

Despite mass Negro migrations out of Dixie, between 
1940 and 1950, the South still holds two-thirds of the 
nation’s Negro population, a survey showed. During the 


3.2 per cent while the racial population outside Dixie, 
principally in the North and West, increased as much as 
62.7 per cent in some areas. New York, the largest Negro 
populated state in the North, was listed as sixth in the 
category, topped by five Dixie states. 


Factory Hero Gets Award For Saving Worker’s Life 
A 39-year-old furnace tender was awarded the Navy’s 
Meritorious Civilian Service Award for saving the life of 
a white fellow employee in a furnace. accident at the 
Naval Gun Factory in Washington. Francis L. Jaymes re- 
ceived the citation for extinguishing flames that envel- 
oped Frank Cook, whose clothes caught fire when he was 
doused with oil in the plant forge shop. Seeing the man 
run, Jaymes brought him down with a flying tackle, 
smothered the flames and administered first aid. 
Yesterday In Negro History 
November 7, 1947—Federal Judge Wayne G. Borah 
in New Orleans ruled that school officials in the 
Louisiana parishes must pay Negro and white 
teachers equal salaries. 
November 9, 1949—George G. Jones, 78, the world’s 
only Negro owner of a brass 
foundry, died in his Cleve- 
land, Ohio, home.

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Drop Deaf School Bias. Mrs. Oveta Culp Hobby, 
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toend segregation of deaf Negro children at Colum- 
bia Institute in Washington, D. C., following a pro- 
test by the American Veterans Committee. 


Scrap Membership Bias. The Land Grant College 
Association will revoke its Jim Crow policy and ad- 
mit 17 eligible Negro colleges to membership in its 
organization. 


Civil Rights Block. Opposition of California Ne- 
groes will cause Atty. Gen. Herbert Brownell to halt 
plans to name State Senator Warren Gill as U. S. 
District Attorney. 


Lawsuit Flurry. Negro college presidents in the 
South will drop plans for developing graduate tech- 
nical schools because of excessive costs, leaving the 
NAACP free to start a flurry of lawsuits aimed at 
breaking down barriers in white southern schools. 


DuBois Biographical Film. A technicolor motion 
picture film depicting the life of sociologist-historian 
Dr. W. E. B. DuBois will soon be produced by a 
major Hollywood studio. 


Interracial Dock Workers Union. In an effort to 
win support of Negroes in a move to organize a new 
dock workers union to replace scandal-ridden Inter- 
national Longshoremen’s Association, AFL leaders 
will blueprint a program to integrate all members 
and give Negroes top union posts.

An African welfare worker was arrested as a Com- 
munist by Johannesburg, South Africa, police who seized 
him because they saw him reading When Malan Goes. 
Police said they arrested Motsamai Mpho because “we 
caught this Communist reading this book.” Investigation 
of the book, written by an anonymous author, revealed 
that it: 1) is anti-Communist; 2) advocates a republic 
for South Africa, as does Daniel F. Malan; 3) supports 
steps to eliminate racialism; and 4) maintains that the 
social and political color bar—but not the economic one— 
would improve relations between whites and Negroes.

Dr. Michael Bent, former Meharry Medical College 
dean, filed a cross-complaint in Los Angeles Superior 
Court against his physician wife, Dr. Vois Brooms Bent, 
charging that she had several illicit affairs with a handy- 
man she had hired. The divorce petition, filed as an 
answer to his wife’s suit, also charged that the woman 
medic had an adulterous relation with her former hus- 
band in the back seat of a car. The couple was married 
in Nashville in 1933, separated this year. 


Afraid To Eat Wife’s Food, Husband Asks Divorce 

Fearful that he would be poisoned by his wife if he ate 
any food she cooked for him, a Washington, D. C., Federal 
worker filed suit for divorce on charges of cruelty and 
desertion. Richard M. Shamley charged that his wife, 
Eva, threatened to poison any food which she prepared 
for him, made him afraid to eat at home. 
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Atlanta Realtor Asks Divorce, Charges Cruelty 

Atlanta realtor Charles T. Bell, 35, sued his socialite 
wife, Jean Ward, 27, for divorce on grounds of cruelty, 
charging she nagged, failed to perform “the usual house- 
wife duties” and tried to make him do things financially 
he was unable to do. Bell, who said his assets were 
$72,800, stated that he has an income of $650 per month, 
put that his bills amount to $712 monthly. Mrs. Bell filed 
a cross-complaint, charging that he “lives high,” earns 
$1,000 monthly, and became angry because she refused 
him permission to sell their $20,000 home. 
Field Heiress, Negro Mate Seek Bias-Free Life 

Mrs. Bettine Field Goodall Bruce, wife of a Negro psy- 
chology student and daughter of millionaire Chicago pub- 
lisher and department store magnate Marshall Field, 
asked Manhattan Supreme Court for permission to take 
her daughter by a former marriage to England. Mrs. 
Bruce said she and her present husband, Elsridge, want 
to live in a “non-segregated community.” Her ex-husband, 
Prof. MacChesney Goodall of Yale University, objects to 
his daughter, Bettine Goodall, 9, going abroad and ques- 
tions Bruce’s “fitness.” Howard A. Seitz, attorney for the 
Field heiress, said, “She feels very strongly that the para- 
mount issue at stake is the welfare of her daughter” and 
hopes to protect her from “even a remote possibility of 
unfavorable publicity.”

MAKE BETTER WIVES? 


Many times since his return from Japan to settle in 
Indianapolis, former sergeant Bruce Smith had been 
questioned about the bride he brought with him. He is 
a Florida-born, American Negro. She is Japanese, which 
made her and their marriage a target of the curious. 

“T like it,’ Smith told his latest interrogator, “when 
my wife waits on me hand and foot, gives me a mas- 
sage when I come home from work, washes my back in 
hot water and turns down the bed so I can take a nap 
before dinner.” 

Pretty Mrs. Sayoko Smith, who had been listening, 
picked up the thread of conversation. “I feel it is my 
duty to do my husband’s bidding,” she said, “and if this 
makes me different from American women, then I don’t 
know what to do about it because acting this way makes 
him happy. If he’s happy, I am happy.” 

It is that tendency of the Japanese wife to regard her 
husband as the “master” which has caused the greatest 
controversy among those who appraise Japanese-Amer- 
ican marriages. Biologically, they agree, there is little 
difference between an American wife and a Japanese 
wife. But they fear the “docile” attitude of Japanese 
wives. . 

In the U. &., the trend is toward emancipation of the 
woman from her old-time, dual role as mother-house- 
keeper. Today, American women seek—and receive—equal 
rights with men in many facets of life. They vote, 
handle finances of the home, and in many instances work 
“male” jobs. A Japanese wife finds all this hard to un- 
derstand. As in her homeland, she regards her husband

© When Georgia-born ex-school teacher Frank Yerby 
parlayed sin, sex and history into his first best seller 
(Foxes Of Harrow) seven years ago, he probably realized 
then that his literary future would be everlastingly dic- 
tated by this successful formula of his 
own creation. For in the seven years 
and seven novels since, he has not 
sought to alter the pattern. Each suc- 
cess has been heaped upon the other 
in the same mold until today sales of 
all his novels total an impressive 10,- 
671,963 in the U. S. alone. 
@ In his newest offering, The Devil’s 
Laughter (Dial Press, $3.50), Yerby 
has chosen the French Revolution for 
Frank Yerby _—ihhis_ historical background and three 
French beauties to supply the needed elements of sin and 
sex. Essentially, his novel is the story of Jean Paul Marin, 
the philosopher son of a wealthy merchant, who dedicates 
himself to the task of righting the injustices imposed 
upon France by its arrogant, degenerate nobility. 
B As is typical of Yerby heroes, however, Jean Paul can- 
not successfully carry out his mission without inevitably 
becoming involved with women. There is sultry Lucienne 
Talbot, an opportunist whom he loves but hates himself 
because of it; Nicole la Moyte, the sister of his bitterest 
enemy, who aids him in an escape from prison; and 
finally Fleurette, a blind flower girl whom he at first 
helps out of sympathy only to later find himself at- 
tracted to her beauty and newly-awakened womanhood. 
6 To many readers, Yerby’s The Devil’s Laughter will 
be singled out perhaps as his best offering to date. For 
unquestionably he shows that he has mastered his craft 
in this exciting, 376-page romantic novel.—E.C.

This move has been applauded 
and approved in most quarters, although others hold 
some doubts about the deal and are understandably 
skeptical of your plans. 

Since the players have been promoted on paper, 
there has been a general tendency to play down 
Power’s great offensive record and play up Howard’s 
great attitude. In this campaign, Power is charged 
with being “too flashy” at times, sulking at others, 
and generally showing unpleasant temperament. 

Howard, on the other hand, is pictured as a 
player who “may not be ready,” but who is the 
perfect, red-blooded—if brown-skinned—All- 

American boy, which is indeed a credit to him 

and to his mother, Mrs. Emmaline Webb Hill. 

This kind of publicity, however, sets up a situa- 
tion which may prove unfair to both Power and 
Howard. Good attitude is commendable, but it will 
do Howard little good if he does not yet possess 
major league skills. As to Power’s flash, heaven 
knows some is needed in many funereal major 
league games.
